1598.—The following Order made by the President i.s published for 
general information: — 

The States Reorganisation (Governors’ Allowances and Privileges) (Amend¬ 
ment) Order, 1966, 

In exercise of the powers conferred by .section 73 of the States Reorganisation 
Act, 1956 (37 of 1956), the President hereby make.s the following Order further 
to amend the States Reorganisation (Governors’ Allowances and Privileges) 
Order, 1957, namely; — 

1. This Order may be called the States Reorganisation (Governois’ Allow¬ 

ance,? and Privileges) (Amendment) Order, 1966, 

2. For clause (1) of paragraph 9 of the State.? Reorganisation (Governors’ 

Allowances and Privileges) Order, 1957, the following clause shall be 
substituted and shall be deemed always to have been .substituted, 
namely:— 

“(1) The Governor shall, during the period of his leave, be entitled only 
to a leave allowance at the rate of Rs. 2,750 per men,sem in lieu 
of hi.s .salary.”
